Sig:--The Trustees of the Dakota Hospital for the Insane, 
have the honor to submit herewith, the fifth biennial Report of 
said Hospital, together with the Reports of the Saperintendent, 
Steward and Matron, resident officers of the Hospital, which are 
made a part of this report. ‘ 


. The present Board assumed management of the institution in 
October, 1887, and during this limited time, it has endeavored to 
discharge its duties faithfully towards the poor nnfortunate people 
entrusted to their care. The overtaxed capacity of the Hospital 
made it very difficult and oftentimes impossiule to accommodate 
and favorably act upon all the applications for the admission of 
new patients. but this unfortunate state of affairs will be changed 
in the near future, when, by the completion of the new wings, 
additional room for 120 patients will be gained. 


Since the fourth biennial report, the folluwing improvements 
to the Hospital and the grounds have been made, viz: 
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Under direction of the former Board, the whole seetion be- 
longing to the Hospital, has been enclosed in a substantial tence, 
made of posts and boards, constructed during the summer of 1887. 
Also under the same authority, an uddition to the boiler house 
and engine room was built, and a new iron smoke stack was erect- 
ed in August and September, 1887. 


Under the present management the following improvements, 
authorized by law, have been made, viz: ` 


The addisional East and West wings to the Hospital are now 
under construction and are nearly finished. The plans and speci- 
fications for the erection of said wings were furnished by Chas. P. 
Brown, architect, and weie accepted by the Board and duly 
approved by the Governor.  Thereupon the Board duly adver- 
tised for sealed proposals.for the erection of said wings and 
awarded the eontraet of building the basements up to the water 
table, and also building the sewerage system, to Henry Wallace & 
Son, for the sum of $19.400, as bemg the lowest bidder, and 
awarded the contract for all other work above the water table, 
including steam heating, to J. B. Pattee, for the sum of $58.500, as 
being the lowest bidder. 

It is confidently expected thatthe west wing will be completed 
about January 15th, 1889, and the east wing by January 31, 
1889. 


On account of the inclemency of the weather in the spring, 
and an accident which occurred on the 22nd day of October, 1888, 
caused by the removal of supports under a green upper arch, after 
several days of rain, by workmen, without authority. which 
resulted in the falling of several of the lower arches and a corner 
of the wall in the east wing, much delay was experienced in the 
progress Of the work and the wings would undoubtedly have been 
completed as early as December 15, 1888. The accident caused the 


death of two carpenters and seriously injured the superintendent 
of construction and a laborer, which is much to be deplored, but 
under alli the circumstances connected therewith, and the informa- 
tion subsequently gained by the board, could not be foreseen or 
avoided. This view is substantiated by the written opinion of two 
competent architects, summoned by the Boaid to investigate and 
ascertain the cause of the accident, viz: W. L. B. Jenney, of 
Chicago, a member of the American Institute Architects Asso- 
ciation, and Sidney Smith of Omaha, president of the Western 
Architects Association; said repoit being now on file at the 
Hospital. 
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For the comfort of the patients two new pavillions of pleasing 
design and appearance, have been erected, about 600 feet south of 
the main building, at a cost ot $1,100. Inasmuch as the trees on 
the grounds are young, and furnish but little shade, these build- 
ings have pioved a source of much comfort and enjoyment to the 
inmates of the institution. 


Improvements made in old sewerage system, catch basins 
found to be inadequate. necessitating the building of four new 
catch basins, outlets to sewerage to old buildings found to be 
impracticable, and in consequence, having to build new systems 
of outlets. abandoning old sewer entire. and connecting sewerage 
of present building with new sewerage system, engine room and 
boiler room found in spring of the year to be partially submerged 
by water. There has been provided a complete diainage for boiler 
and engine room, with proper trap and catch basins, same con- 
nected with new sewerage system, the old system found to be in 
many places near the surface, causing stoppage of the entire old 
sewerage system by frost during the winter seasons, the openiug 
of same being a great expense and annoyance.  , 

The new sewerage system consists of 440 feet of 15 inch glazed 
vitrified sewer pipe, and 475 feet of 12 inch vitrified sewer pipe; 
the branches consist of 1,000 feet 8 inch vitrified glazed pipe, al] 
connected with catch basins, fitted with man holes, the outlet of 
main sewer is connected with settling basin, liquids being carried 
two hundred feet from catch basins through 6 inch vitrified glazed 
pipe, the solid matter carried through an 8 inch vitrified glazed 


pipe to area wall and there dischar ed, the same being used asa 
fertilizer, all now being complete and giving good service. This 


system is sufficient to accomodate a population of over 1,000 
persons. 

For an additional supply of water. the contract for the boring 
of an artesian well, 6 inches in diameter, with best iron artesian 
well tubing, was duly let to Joseph H. Campbell, as being the 
lowest bidder, at $4.25 per foot, and is now progressing and has 
reached a depth of 245 feet. 

The contract for an electrict light system for both the old 
buildings and the new wings was duly le& to the Edison United 
Manufacturing Company, George W. Coster. agent, as being the 
lowest bidder, for the sum of $4,790. The system in the old 
building was comnleted and is in use since September 3d, 1888, 
and gives entire satisfaction; it was accepted by the Board and 
part payment, on an estimate of $3.600, less 15 per cent., amount- 
ing to $3,060, was made September 20, 1888. 
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The frame slaughter house having been destroyed by fire in 
1887, was rebuilt, being 15x19 feet in size, with a stone foundation, 
brick veneered and iron root. 

It was deemed advisable to seed part of the ground to tame 
grasses, and 60 acres of cultivated ground northeast from the 
building were seeded last spring, for the purpose of gaining 
additional hay land. 

The rooms over the engine house on the first and second floors 
were finished during the summer of 1888; the lower room being 
used for a billiard and pool room and sleeping apartment for the 
better class of patients; the upper room was divided into 9 sleep- 
ing apartments, used also by patients and by employes, thereby 
gaining room much needed owing to the crowded condition of the 
Hospital. 

One of the spring wagons being wornout, it became necessaly 
to replace it with à new one at a cost of $120. 


Three of the old horses were condemed and sold for $225, and 
three serviceable horses were bought at a cost of $525 

The recommendation of the Superintendent of the Hospital to 
furnish additional sources of amusement for the patients was 
earried out by the Board, in purchasing a piano, two organs, brass 
instruments sufficient to form a complete brass band, a billiard 
table and a pigeon-hole table. 

In this connection we would also suggest that a gymnasium 
be established for the exercise and recreation of patients, which, 
after having been tried in other institutions, have proved to be ot 
great benefit to patients, both mentally and physically. 

We respectfully invite the appointment of the governor and a 
committee of the two houses of the legislature for the purpose of a 
thorough inspection of the Hospital,

for, and also call attention to the superintendent’s report, as to

TO THE BOARD -OF TRUSTEES: 


GENTLEMEN:—I have the honor to report the opérations of 
this hospital for the Fifth Biennial period, ending November 30th, 
1888. 


From the appended tables, it will be seen that at the begin- 
ning of the biennial period, we had one hundred and forty-four 
patients, and atits close, one hundred and sixty-six—an increase 
in our permanent population of twenty-two. There were one 
hundred and seventy-nine admitted during the period, making a 
totalof three hundred and twenty-three under treatment. Of 
this number fifty-eight were discharged as ‘recoverd,” thirty- 
six improved, 36 unimproved, twenty-five died. and two escaped. 

Out of the one hundred aud seventy-nine admitted, ninety- 
seven were foreign born. 


There are many applications for epilepties, and no class are 
more in need of restr'int; but so far, the Territory has made no 
provision for these or the congenitally demented, the necessity of 
which is apparent, as our space is being and will be rapidly filled 
by those who will probably be life inmates, rendering this institu- 
tion an asylum for them, and not a hospital for insane. 

The crowded condition of the Hospital militates against favor- 
able rates of recoveries, and undoubtedly Cas increased our death 


rate. But we expect a better state of affairs when the new wings - 


are completed, which will admit'of a better classification. and also 
we will not be compelled to sleep violent patients two in a bed, for 
while at least. 
Ihe work of decorating the wards, commenced by my pre- 
deeessor, has been continued, and all the comfortsot home thrown 
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around the patients, consistent with hospital life. We have given 
them daily exercise in the open air, weather permitting, which, 
together with an abundance of good wholesome food. and variety 
enough to always be relished, has placed them in splendid 
physieal condition to endure the confinement attending the long 
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| tedious winteis of this climate 


| GROUND IMPROVEMENTS. 

| A great many trees have been put ont and are in a thrifty 
| condition. Two handsome summer houses were built, which add 
much to the appearance of the grounds and have been of ereat 


benefit to the patients ; the lawn has been sodded, new roads and 
walks laid out and graveled. 


Our flower garden was the object of much admiration from 
visitors, and a souice of delight to the patients. Much credit is 
due Mr. Heines, our gardner. i 


LIGHT. 

The electric light plant placed in the Hospital is a perfect 
S'iccess, and practically removes the most frequent cause of fire. 
To run the plant and heat the entire building will require nearly 
five tons of coal per day. 

EMPLOYMENT. 
| 


Employment is everywhere considered conducive to the res- 
toration of the mind. Fortunately we have means at hand to em- 
ploy a large number daily. The tarm, garden, kitchen, laundry. 
sewing-room and ward work, furnish something to do for all who 
have any inclination to be busv. at present ; but with our popula- 
tion nearly doubled, I think ıt would be advisable, in the near 
future, to establish conveniences for employing the convalescent 
at a few of the hghte: trades, to divert their minds. A gymnasium 
in connection with the institution, would also be a good thing. 


AMUSEMENTS AND ENTERTAINMENTS, 


We have endeavored to give the patients frequent entertain- 
ments—at least one evening in euch week, being devoted to danc- 
ing or other amusements. 
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| The placing of a billiard and pigeon-hole table in the institution, 
| was a good idea, as they have proven of incalculable value to the 
t 


patients, especially to those suffering fiom depression, whom noth- 
ing else seemed to interest, or awaken from their gloomy fore- 
bodings. Two new organs and a piano have been added to the 
number of musical instruments already iu the hospital. which have 
also been highly appreciated. We have given the patients picnics 
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D 
in neighboring groves and a celebration on the Fourth of July, 
with fireworks in the evening, all of which has been very beneficial. 


VISITORS. 


A great many visit the hospital every year. This is desirable 
and rather to be encouraged than otherwise, under proper regula- 
tions. Itdrives away lurking suspicions of chains and imprisoned 
sane persons. No well kept hospital has any secret place which 
the public may not see. Visitors who come tiom kindly interest, 
for information, or for any good purpose are always welcomed to 
inspect our hospital and always receive courteous treatment. 

I think it advisable for as many members of the coming legis- 
ature as possible to visit the hospital and learn something of its 
management and requirements. 


FARM AND GARDEN.

The farm and garden have received careful attention at the 
hands of Mr. Hamann, who has the immediate charge of them. 
The condition of affairsin his department, also the finances of 
the institution will appear in his renort. 


ACKNOWLEDGMENTS. 


We are under obligations to Rev. Bradley and Rev. Burdick 
for religious services, and to their respective choirs for kindly 
furnishing us with music ; and also, to Rev. Father Redmond who 
holds services on the first Tuesday of every month. 

1 REQUIREMENTS. 

It will be necessary to ^uild an additional coal house anda 
brick smoke stack, both of which wil] eost probably about 34.000, 
and to propeily protect the machinery. the engine room and 
boiler house need some repairs. 

The outside of the present building should be oiled and pain- 
ted; the inside also, needs-considerable repairing. 

I would respectfully 1ecom mend that a new cistern;be built, 
as those we already have, placed as they are jn basement of center 
building and east wing, can have no othe than a deleterious effect. 

, Inall probability the new wings will be filled in a short time. 
Therefore the appropriation for maintenance will have to be 
greatly in excess of that of two yeats ago. In my opinion $65,000. 
With the increase in the number of patients, it will he necessary 
to employ a seeond assistant physician. 
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CONCLUSIÓN, 


Whatever of good name our hospital has aehieved, has been 
brought about, not by the work of any one, but by the harmonious 
and effective co-operation of all. Every department is full of labor 
and care. Toall my subordinates I am under great obligations 
for their-untiring devotion to daily duty, and especially for their 
intelligent and considerate treatment of the patients. To the 
efficient assistant physician many thanks are due for his valued 
assistance, and as well for preparing the statistical tables included 
in this report. 


And to you, gentlemen, I desire to express my appreciation of 
the assistance, courtesy and kindness always manifested in our

An epidemic desease *prevailed among the cattle in this 
vicinity, and pronounced by veterinary surgeons Alloway and 
Ellis, “Anthrax,” from which 18 head of cattle died. The value 
of the same was at least $650.00. 
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The slaughtering of beef at the hospital. which was commen- 
ced August 1, 1888, has proven a thorough success. The quality 
of meat has been of the best grade, and notwithstanding the loss 
of the above named cattle, the monthly average cost of the meat 
has shown a small saving during the four months compared with 
the 20 months preceding August 1, 1888. 

' ; In oder that a sufficient supply of milk for the patients can 
be had, there should be a liberal appropriation for the purchase of 
graded cows, such as Holstein-freisian stock, be made, inasmuch as 
the cost of keeping the same is not any greater than the keeping of 
common stock, and it would give greater satisfaction in furnishing 
a sufficient supply and a better quality of milk.
